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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 ,3-6, 9 andl 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as anticipated by or, 
in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Malhotra et al (5,302,249) 

Malhotra discloses the claimed composition; the same compounds in the same 
amounts as claimed in paper. Recycled paper is disclosed in column 9. Therefore, 
Malhotra et al's paper inherently has the claimed properties or obviously has the 
claimed properties. There is no patentable distinction between "deinked pulp" of the 
claims and recycled printing paper of Malhotra et al since recycled paper contains 
deinked pulp. 

2. Claims 11 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims appear not to contain any further limitations than is already recited in 
claim 10 from which these claims depend from. It is not clear what is being further 
claimed. Note also that claim 12 appears to be a substantial duplicate of claim 1 1 . 

3. Claim 1 3 provides for the use of a composition, but, since the claim does not set 
forth any steps involved in the method/process, it is unclear what method/process 
applicant is intending to encompass. A claim is indefinite where it merely recites a use 
without any active, positive steps delimiting how this use is actually practiced. 

Claim14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed recitation of a use, 
without setting forth any steps involved in the process, results in an improper definition 
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of a process, i.e., results in a claim which is not a proper process claim under 35 
U.S.C. 101. See for example Ex parte Dunki } 153 USPQ 678 (Bd.App. 1967) and 
Clinical Products, Ltd v. Brenner, 255 F. Supp. 131, 149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 1966). 

4. Claim 14 objected to under 37 CFR 1.75 as being a substantial duplicate of 
claim! . When two claims in an application are duplicates or else are so close in content 
that they both cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is proper 
after allowing one claim to object to the other as being a substantial duplicate of the 
allowed claim. See MPEP § 706.03(k). 

5. Claims 7,8 and !0 are allowed. There is no suggestion in the prior art to internally 
add the clamed compounds in the claimed amount into the pulp slurry prior or during 
paper formation.
